LATIN AMERICA 


Lack of Vessels Has Tied Up 
Much Capital. 


Wharves and Warehouses Are 
Jammed With Freight. 


NEW YORK, July 6.—The pos- 
sibility of 1000 and 2000-ton vessels 
of the United States Shipping Board 
being diverted to service on the 
small trade routes in Central and 
South America was pointed out dur- 
ing the last week by representatives 
of American firms in Latin-Ameri- 
can countries.

GOLF COURSES IN AMERICA. § 


ee cage 


BY WALTER C. HAGEN, 
Twice Open Champion of the United States. 


It 4i4 American pros a lot of good 
to visit England and Scotland. We 
ell need a change of scenery occas- 
lonally and there is no better way 
of accumulating golf knowledge than 
by actually playing over the different 
golf courses in both countries. 

For years we have heard a lot 
about English and Scotch links that 
we had to accept without argument 
because we have néver seen for our- 
selves what a foreign course actual- 
ly looked like. We had to gccept the 
word of the Scotch and English pro 
and I see now that they were a lit- 
tle inclined to favor their native land 
through patriotic motives. 

EXAGGERATED. 

American golfers have been much 

to blame for this, too. Many of 


‘them have returned after a_ visit 


abroad and told of the wonders they 
saw at old St. Andrews, thereby im- 
pressing upon their listehers the ad- 


vantage they had over them in hav- 


ing seen. and played over courses 
vastiy superior to our own. 

There is a great difference in our 
golf course, but I am not one that 
will concede anything to the English 
or Scotch in preference to the Amer- 
ican brand. My reasons are simple 
and can be understood by any golfer 
whether in the first or the advanced 
stages of the game. 

I will take up the seaside links 
fret. This is where we obtain the 
word links. If I remember correctly 
the word links comes from a suc- 
cession of low hills or hummocks 


along the seashore. When a golf 
course was laid out over them it was 
peturaliy referred to as a “links.” 
So when we refer to an inland course 
as a links we are not actually speak- 
ing correctly, although after years of 
usage the word has become synono- 
mous with the word “golf.” 


PENALTIES UNFAIR; 
The seaside course is built upon 


a 


these sand dunes, long since covered 
with a very excellent quality of grass. 
It ie unfortunate that in making a 
seaside golf links nature did not pro- 
vide more level spots for fairways. 
The British pride themselves on the 
fact that the cheapest of all courses 
to construct and to maintain is the 
seaside course. Had mé@ney been 
spent to make the center of the fair- 
way a level lane, where drives would 
not be penalized, and leave the 
mounds for the sides, where shots off 
direction would find uncertain lies, it 
would be a vast improvement. 

I realize that it is hardly up to 
me to criticize such a time-honored 
institution as seaside golf, but these 
facts must be mentioned in a com- 

arison with our own courses. It is 

rdiy fair for a golfer who has 
Criven 240 yards straight down the 
fairway to find his ball in such a 
Place that he is forced to use his 
mashie for the next shot. With him. 
we will say, is another player who 
is five or ten yards short and finds 
his ball in such a position that he 
can use his brassie or his cleek. He 
thereby gains a tremendous afivan- 
tage, although actually having been 
outplayed from the tee, both in re- 
gard to distance and direction. 


The approaches to the greens are 
also of the most uncertain natere If 
your long iron shot should happen 
to land square in the middle of one 
of these mounds it would kill the 
distance, if not stop the 

tirely. If the shot should happen 
'te land on the other side it would 
increase the roll and the ball would 
likely speed on to some trap or 
/bunker beyond the green. Should 
itt hit one of these mounds side- 
/ways, the ball would wind up in 
the rough along the fairway.

1919. Of oats the total area sown fs 
placed at 15.860,000 acres, as’ com* 
pared with 15,860,000 acres in 1928, 
a decrease of about 555,000 acres, 
or 4 per cent. The barley area is 
2.456.000 acres, as compated with 
2,651,919 acres, @ decrease of 4 per 
cent. Rye is sown to 698,159 acres, 
an increase of 7 per cent; peas 178,- 
200 acres, a decrease of 4 per cent, 
and mixed graina $05.800 acres, «a 


decrease of 1 per cent. otatoes, 
736,200 acres, as against 784,544 
acres last year, a decrease of 6 per 


cent. 

FRENCH PROSPECTS GOOD. 

Reports from France indicate that 
there have been general rains in the 
southern part of the country and 
general prospects of the crops in this 
section are reported as good.

GERMANY MUST IMPORT.

nerally satisfactory. There have 

nh rains recently, but these have 
not been as widespread as could be 
desired. Winter crops are strong 
and stand exceptionally high. The 
reports of spring crops are also fa- 
vorable. Although the yield is ex- 
pected to be good, the country still 
depends to a large extent on im- 
ports of foreign cereals, as owl 
to the loss of important agricultu 
provinces the proportion of land un- 
der cultivation to the number of in- 
habitants is smalier.

Mrs. Lucy Ellen Atwill, mother of 
Floyd Atwill of the Ohio Supreme

Ferming in Alaska. 

In the Tanana Valley, the chief 
farming district of Alaska, the aver- 
age annual rainfall is only about 
twelve inches, which would ordi- 
narily: make dry-farming methods 
appropriate, but the first few crops 
raised after a tract has been cleared 
in this region get plenty of moisture 
from the pe subterranean ice.

ON EDISON SALE. 


Complaint Asks Court to Bar 
City Deal for System. 
Dicsineely Will be Result of 
Purchase, is Charge. 


Officials Believe Ruling to 
Favor Municipality. 


A further attempt to, delay the 


purchase by Los Angeles of the $11,- 
000,000 city distributing’ system of 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, for which a bond issue of $13,- 
500,000 has been voted, developed 


yesterday through the filing of a/R 


complaint by C. B. Minter asking 
that the court issue an order re- 
straining the city from having the 
bonds printed and from allowing the 
payment for the printing to be made. 

Mr. Minter’s complaint is based on 
the representation that the various 
contracts entered into. between tne 
city and the Edison company, if 
fulfilled, will establish a dual mo- 
nopoly, in that the city agrees to 
purchase any surplus power which 
may be needed from the Edison 
company and to grant that company 
the exclusive right to supply such 
business as the city may not care to 
take over and the exclusive right to 
purchase any surplusage which the 
may have. 

r. Minter purchases electrical 
ene from the Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Corpsration and repre- 
sents in his complaint that under the 
provisions of the municipal purchase 
of the Edison. properties he will be 
compelled to from either 
the city or the Edison company and 
that competition will be eliminated. 
No order to show cause has been 
filed by Mr. Minter. 

COURT RULINGS. 
The courts have affirmed the fol- 
lowing decisions bearing on the 
subject: William Mead .case last 


March, established the validity of 


the city election authorizing a bond 
issue of $13.600,000; Mary Ride-

FIGHT AGAINST 
CRIME IS TOLD. 


Weolwine Reviews Calebraned 
Cases Before Club. 


Tells of Many Barriers to the 
Enforcement of Law. 


Gov. Stephens Urges Backing 
for Good Roads.

The 
old melodramatic novel never led to 
such a climax nor held such amaz- 
ing situations as these true stories 
happening in Los Angeles connected 
with the dynamite case, McGwire, 
Peete, Harry New, “Big Hutch” 
and the Joe Furey cases. 


DISCUSSES PEETE CASE. 


such ghoulish, ewsomeness as the 
Peete case,” said the speaker. ‘Never 
did a book of adventure or a detec- 
tive novel tell of so many thrilling 
exigencies as in .the case of Joe 
Furey, how he was trailed from 
Glendale to London, Eng., allowed 
to go through bribery, how he wrote 
to his wife in ‘Glendale, and it was 
found that he was going to Jack- 
sonville, Fila,
